MR. BREWER HOME-} 


HIg ‘EXPERIENCES 
DESCRIBED - 


. Mr. A. J. Brewer, the second officer 
of the British steamer “Clan Lamont,” 
who was kept in custody ten months 
tavaiting trial at ‘Benguella, Portu- 
gucse West Africa, and was afterwards 
sentenced to, 360 days’ Imprisonment 
and a fino of £t8 on a charge alleging 
that he stole articles belonging to the 
postmaster of Lobito Bay, reached 
Southampton recently ‘in the “Themls- 
tocles.” : 
Mr. Brewor intends to consult his 
solicitors in London aa to the advis- 
ability of lodging a claim for compen: 
sation for wrongful imprisonment. 


Ten Months Without Trial -. 

Discussing his exporience,. Mr. 
Brower, who js a Plymouth man, an ox- 
cadet of H.M.S. “Conway,” and the 
youngest second officer in tho Clan Line 
by about seven years, vigorously pro- 
tested hia innocence. of the charge 
brought against him. . His principal 
complaint was that for ten months he 
hod remained under arrest without 
trial, and that sentence had been passed 
upon him on the most unsatisfactory 
evidence. Indeed, he added, the prin- 
cipal witness for the prosecution was 
never produced at the trial. His first 
appearance before the judge at Ben- 
guella was prejudiced by unsatisfactory 
Interpretation of questions leading to 
the brusque postponement of the case. 

When the hearing was resumed, ten 
months later, Mr. Brawer had in the 
meantime learned Portuguese, and the 
whole of the proceedings, lasting from 


2.30 in ‘the afternoon to 9.45 at night, 


wore conducted in that language, Mr. 
Brewer being able to carry on without 
difficulty. Ho said that the trial had 
been very favourable to him through- 
out until the summing up, and the 
verdict came as a shock, 


Prison Conditions 


In prison he had spent the first three 
days absolutely without food, while the 
sanitary arrangements were of the 
most primitive character. His cell was 
g small room 10ft: square, with no 
windows, but with four doors, all of 
which were kept closed. His bed con- 
sisted of a frame with four hoop irons 
for mattress and a bundle of straw, 
which resulted, in much undesirable bed 
company. , 

After three.days without food, Mr. 
Brower was able to obtain sustenance 
from a local hotel through the good 
offices of the British Consul, of whose 
efforts throughout he spoke in the high-, 
est terms. This stato of affairs con- 
tinued for threa weeks, after which he 
was removed to hospital, and remained 
thore during the’ rest of his imprison- 
ment, having during that time the use 
of his gear and comforts supplied him 
by order of his employers of the Clan 

ine. ! 


One memento of his unpleasant ex- 


‘perience is malaria, which attacked him 


throughout his stay in Benguella and 
on the voyage home. * Up till then, he 


said, he- had never known a day's ill- 


neas.

Poet as Architect 


It is concerning the poet aa the 
architect of a new social order 
that l intend to write in the pre- 
sent article.. I would not, how- 
ever, seck to swing back the 

. pendulum too far. The West was 
not altogether wrong in its first 
' impression. For Tagore, on one 
side of his very complex ieee is 
essentially a dreamer and a mys- 
tic. His daily practice of. solitude 
and meditation would ‘be almost 
unthinkable, and even unbearable. 
in the West, outside the walla of 
a monastery. Nevertheless he is 
"something more, and it is about 
this further aspect that I wish to 
tell as briefly as possible. . 
. Rabindranath’s early manhood 
was spent away from Calcutta, at 
his father’s estate on the banks 
of the Ganges among the village 
people, He mgnaged the affairs 
of the estate; und I have heard 
from no less an authority than 
Sir P, C. Roy, whois a practical 
man of science, that the poet was 
a@ very capable’ manager indeed. 
It was during those twenty ygays 
of estate” management’, that’ his 
novels,,and | short stories were 
written, They contain maryel-| 
lously accurate pictures of the 
Hfe-and ‘character of his own 
people. Among his fellow-coun- 
trymen these ‘prose works hold a 
place in public esteem not at all 
inferior to that of his poems. 
Inner Conviction = 

When he. had reached the age-of} 
forty an inner conviction, crite to 
him that-some impending change 
was imminent. He has always 
procecded in his life course by 
following the pathway marked out 
for him by’ his strongest inner in- 
tuitions, - At first he could not 
understand what the urgency of 
the new call uctually meant, 
Seekiny to follow it blindly, he 
threw himself into the political 
movement of the age and wasen.’
